FOR THREE HOURS. 


Fierce Battle Was Waged, With Se-

Kierksdorp, Transvaal,' April 7.—De- 


tails received of the battle at Doom- 
bait farm, March, 31, in which the Brit- 
ish had three officers and 24 men kf i- 
e«l. and 16 officers and 131 men wound- 
ed, while the Boers had 137 men killed 
or wounded, show that quite

Boers opened a strong attack from 
different points with three guns and a 
]>ompom. This attack was mad* at a 
moment when the British left their 
luggage in a laager in charge of the 
Canadian contingent, and were gollop- 
ing across the open plain with the in- 
tention of capturing a Boer convoy 
which had been discovered flve miles 
ahead. The British retired steadily, 
and having dismounted, opened a re- 
turn fttsilade on the "Boers. 


While the luggage in charge of the 


Canadians was sent for. the BriHsh 
formed a camp, and started digging 
trenches. 


The shelling of the Boers stampeded

CHICAGO TAKES ACTION 


On the Suffering Condition of Boer 


Women and Children. 


Chicago, April 7—Recognition 
by 


the United States government of the 
suffering condition of Boer women and 
children in the British concentration 
camps in South. Africa has just been 
secured for the" first time through the 
efforts of the Boer Relief Committee of 
Chicago. At the request of the Chi- 
cago committee, President Roosevelt 
has forwarded by telegraph $5,000 of 
the Chicago funds to the United States 
consul general at Cape Town, to be 
transmitted to the Boers. 


News of this action reached Chicago 


m a letter to Peter Van Vlissingen 
from Secretary of State Hay. With 
this assurance of Governmental aid in 
the transmission of funds, the Chicago 
committee announces that a movement 
will be started immediately to collect 
$5,000,000 for the Boers. The plan is 
to ask for 5,000,000 checks of $1 each, 
payable to TheodorefRoosevelt. It is
